Why Secretary Lincoln Consented to the Restoration 
of General Sturgis. 

W asuinGcron, September 7.-—The row kick- 
ed up over the attempted removal of General 
Sturgis from the position of governor of the 
soldiers’ home has not yet subsided,but on the 
contrary appears to he getting more interest- 
ing as it grows older. General Drum,one of the 
commissioners who recommended the re- 
moval of General Sturgis, has been interviewed 
as to the reappointment of the latter by the 
secretary of war, and says, among other 
things, that Senator Conger bulldozed Sec- 
retary Lincoln into restoring General 
Sturgis. He asserts that the secretary was 4n 
possession of full information in regard to the 
case when he approved the action of the com- 
missioners,and construes his recent order as a 
reflection upon them. General Drum cor- 
roborated what h:s been a common rumor in 
military circles since Sturgis was recommend- 
ed for appointment to the position, that 
President Garfield ordered the recomimenda- 
tion. Hesaysthat he told Garfield that if 
he hunted through the army register he could 
not find a man more unfitted for the place 
than General Sturgis, but that the president 
replied that the appointment. would have to 
be made.

SECRETARY HENDERSON’S WAYS.

Sitting Alone In Washington and Thinking Himself 
the Republican Party. 
WASHINGTON, September 7.—Secretary Hen- 
derson of the Hubbell committee is getting 
into hot water. He is not a member of the 
committee, and not even a member of con- 
gress, though he hopes to be. He was elected 
to his place, which is really little more than 
that oia superior clerk, by the executive com- 
mittee of the congressional committee, and is 
supposed to take his orders from them; but in 
the absence from the city of the president, 
his cabinet, and the members of both houses 
of congress, Mr. Secretary Henderson sitting 
solitarily at headquarters, like Abdiel Faith- 
ful found among the faithless, imagines him- 
self perhaps not unnaturally, the whole re- 
publican party. Feeling thus he has under- 
taken to announce the policy of the party 
and decide on the regularity of candidates. 
lu the Louisiana contest he proclaimed Kel- 
logg, the regular nominee, and thereby drew 
upon himself a sharp reprimand from Con- 
gressman Darrall, who is not at all inclined 
to submit to this self-constituted authority. 
To day the secretary got a very severe letter 
Irom ex-congressman Thornburg, of. Tennes- 
see, who is chairman of the Rule committee 
in the second Tennessee district, where the 
split between Houk and Rule divides the re- 
publicans. Thornburg challenges Hender- 
son’s authority to decide on the regularity of 
candidates, and then proceeds to say that the 
contest between Houk and Rule is not one of 
political orthodoxy, but between sobriety, in- 
telligence, and virtue and their opposites. He 
charges Houk with drunkenness, consorting 
with criminals, hypocrisy in religious profes- 
sions and other grave faults, while he as- 
serts that Rule stands for the respec- 
tuble elements of society; and as to regularity, 
he calls Mr. Henderson's attention to the fact 
that Rule is the representative of Tennessee 
on the republican national committee, and 
as such could probably get as valid a certifi- 
cate of republicanism as Houk could procure. 
In short, Mr. Thornburg suggested very 
plainly to Secretary Henderson to mind his 
own business, and that that business is not to 
decide in the absence of and without consul- 
tation with Chairman Hubbell or any mem- 
ber of the congressional committee, unless it 
be Houk himself, the important question of 
the regularity of contesting candidates. 
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GUITEAUD’S BRAIN, 


Dr. Lamb’s HKepert on the Cendition of Gulteau’ 
rain. 

WASHINGTON, September 7.—Dr. Lamb on 
Monday received the report of the microsco- 
pical experts, Drs. Arnold, Shakspere and 
MdConnell, containing the result of their in. 
vestigation into the cosdiiiee of (ruitean’s 
brain. After careful consideration the report 
wus indorsed by,Dr. Lamb and forwarded to 
Philadelphia, where it will be published in a 
medical journal. The report is couched in 
language even more technical than the report 
of the surgical autopsy, and will necessarily 
be almost unintelligible to the average reader. 
Dr. Lamb declined to express any opinion 
which he may hoid as a result of the exami- 
nation, saying that from his position and con- 
nection with the case it might be given great- 
er prominence than it deserved. He would say 
however, that the position taken by Dr. God- 
din that Guiteau was insane, would be mate- 
rially supported by this last report. The in- 
vestigation had been made under peculiarly 
favorable circumstances, and the result would 
form a complete record of immense value to 
brain students. The investigation, indeed, 
said Dr. Lamb, had been so complete and 
thorough that specialists would have great 
difficulty in finding caseswhich might prop- 
erly serve as a basis of comparison. In_con- 
clusion, he said he did not believe the report 
would change opinions as to Guiteau’s sanity 
to any great extent, but that the medical 
fraternity generally must draw their own 
conclusions, and this was the court of last 
resort. The report will be published in the 
Philadeiphia Medical News on Saturday. In 
reference to the report the Medical News will 
say editorially: There isin the microscopic 
revelations noreason for changing the opinion 
which we originally expressed, that Guiteau 
—ip abnorinal character—justly suffered the 
penalty of the law-‘or the high crime he had 
committed.
